More than 4,000 Sacramento State College 


faculty and students joined others from ali 
parts of California in Saturday’s protest 
against Governor Reagan’s proposed tuition 
and budget cuts, 

From the state colleges, the university, 
junior colleges, private colleges aod from 
the community came professors and stu- 
dents in a united effort to show their 
opposition to Reagan’s proposed cuts in the 
budget for higher education in California. 

State Legislators joined along with labor, 
minority groups and the poor in voicing 
their support of the faculty -student protest. 

The protest began with a march up 
Capitol Mall from 3rd Street and ended on 
the steps of the Capitol building where over 
10,000 students and faculty were unexpect- 
edly met by Reagan,

Campus Coordinating Committee 
has an ambitious program. Ac- 
cording to Jirn Wood, Committee 
Chairman, ‘is purpose is to put 
political pressure on those in gov- 
ernment. 

The Committee was organized 
to protest tuition which is proposed 
for higher education, It began its 
program by selling bumper stick- 
ers. The proceeds of these sales 
are used to purchase ads in the 
local newspapers stating facts 
about tuition.

“third force’’ to oppose Reagan’s 
proposals, 

The march was joined by the 
“Diggers’’ from San Francisco, 
who provided free food after the 
march for several thousand 
people, The Diggers said that they 
**would provide food, clothing and 
a place to sleep for anyone who 
asked , . . even Reagan.”’ 

Reagan’s proposed budget cut 
for higher education, even with 
additional revenue coming from 
tuition on students, would de- 
crease the amount spent per stu- 
dent for free education at present 
by over $200 a year, Already 
many of the state colleges and 
university campuses have frozen 
admission applications, U Rea- 
gan’s proposals become a reality, 
some 15,000 college applications 
will have to be turned down for 
lack of funds to maintain the 
quality of education that has been 
attained in California, 

All of the speakers expressed 
great concern over what will 
happen to the quality of educa- 
tion in the event the budget is cut, 
Alex Stein of SDS said that the 
current deficit should be made up 
by corporation taxes, and that any 
increases in taxes primarily af- 
fecting the poor would further 
hurt the state, 

Other speakers voiced con- 
cern over the broad implications 
of Reagan’s proposals, which 
would not only impose a heavy 
financial burden on students and 
cut the overall expenditures for 
education, but would also hurt the 
minorities and poor by increased 
sales taxes, which would not 
affect the large corporations,

all groups from Modesto to the 
Oregon border which are against 
tuition. This meeting will concern 
the problem of how to influence 
the legislature and the public. 


The public will also be asked 
to join a letter writing campaign. 
Committee will visit homes and 
ask people to write letters totheir 
assemblyman or state senator. To 
ensure larger number of letters, 
the Committee will ask that the 
letters be written on the spot.

To Give Placement Tests 


‘*Singerman!”’ called the young 
man relaxing behind a table in the 
Snack Bar foyer, sipping a cup of 
coffee. Another entering the door 
balked, turned around and shrieked 
back in disbelief: ‘‘Crandall!"”’ 

The conversation ensued: 

*‘What are you doing here? I 
haven’t seen you since last Novem- 
ber when we got kicked out of 
Guinea!”’ 

*‘Doesn’t it feel funny to be 
back in the States?—just to go 
in and get a cup of coffee with 
cream and sugar; and all those 
freeways! I’m still not adjusted,’ 

‘*Where have you been since I 
saw you last?’ 


‘*After leaving Dakar | went to 
Rome, Naples, Israel, Paris and 
then Washington. Now I’m a stu- 
dent again.”’ 

This is not the normal con- 
versation tossed across a cup 
of coffee in the Snack Bar, but 
it is normal conversation at the 
reunion of two Peace Corps vol- 
unteers meeting for the first time 
after termination of their term 
project, 

Both Don Singerman and Larry 
Crandall, the students meeting in 
the foyer, served together in the 
Peace Corps on a project in Gui- 
nea, teaching agriculture and poul- 
try to the Guineans. The last time 
they saw each other was Novem- 
ber 15 in Dakar Senegal (West 
Africa) when all the Peace Corps 
volunteers were asked to leave the 
country because the president 
claimed the American Com- 
missioner was responsible for the 
kidnapping of the Guinea Ad- 
minister of Foreign Affairs. 


Since parting in Dakar, Sing- 
erman had gone to Rome, Naples 
Paris and spent six weeks in Is- 
rael before shipping back to Wash- 
ington and then home, The 20 
months work in Guinea was only 
90 days short of his termination 
date, so the volunteers disbanded 
to come home rather than take re- 
assignment to some other project 
for the three months. 

On the other han‘, Crandall left 
Guinea to goto Madrid after termi- 
nation, then western Europe where 
he spent Christmas in London.

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One of the more pleasing aspects of the so-called Second Season 
is the emergence of ABC news as a competitor with full parity to the 
other older, and up to now, richer networks, CBS and NBC, Peter Jen 
nings anchors the half hour evening report, and as far as I can see, 
is doing a better job at reporting the news than his competitors 

I must point out that this renaissance at ABC is not just a re- 
sult of at least six years hard work by ABC executives and especially 
James Hagarty, former press secretary to President Dwight D, Eisen- 
hower. Hagarty joined ABC in 1961 after his job with Eisenhower 
was terminated, and almost immediately began to staff the network’s 
news team with competent staffers. He had found the news staff in 
near shambles and knew that it would take considerable time and 
money to build the hideously organized department to a point where 
it could compete equitably. Hagarty did a superb job, It is my con- 
sidered opinion that from top to bottom, ABC has the supericr news 
team of the networks, and cften the reporting is clearer and more 
concise than that of the other two, In short, the report that is telecast 
is infinitely more watchable than Huntley-Brinkley and Walter Cronk- 
ite. 

Jennings, often called the ‘Boy Wonder’’ by perhaps his envious 
competitors, has a good nose for news, and has a workmanlike way of 
delivering the news that is both affable and a no-nonsense quality. Jen- 
nings delivers the news and little else. His personality doesn’t inter- 
fere with the news. This point of personality is my biggest gripe with 
Huntley and Brinkley on NBC, Brinkley attempts to be wry and tongue 
in cheek so often it is a wonder that anybody is able to understand 
him at all. Also, one grows weary of tuning in to see a two man team, 
and then discovering that at least one of them is gone about 80 per cent 
of the time. Chet Huntley, the other Bobbsey Twin, comes across as 
being almost totally non-human and is about as much fun to watch as a 
homicide, The impression he gives is that he really doesn’t give a hoot 
about the news and would much rather be bending his elbow at Sardi’s, 

Walter Cronkite is a newsman inside and out, his voice tends to 
become excited at times to the point he seems to be on the verge of 
hysteria. His reports stress hard news, but in delivering nothing BUT 
the hard news, coherency is sacrificed. This is where the ABC report 
shines. The program seems to have aquality of sort of a visual maga- 
zine on the air, Much more indepth reporting is stressed, and the fine 
editorial minds of Howard K, Smith, Edward P. Morgan and William 
Lawrence are used much more effectively than Eric Severeid of CBS, 
Severeid comes across as the retired elder statesman who, while no 
longer in active service, feels eminently qualified tocomment on any- 
thing and everything. Maybe he is. But he always seems to have an 
**1 told you so’’ air about him. 

One of the most underrated newsmen about is William Lawrence 
of ABC, He was recently named roving political correspondent for ABC 
after six years of covering the White House. His reports are unfailingly 
cogent and knowledgeable and considering the short time he has been 
a television newsman, does a remarkable job of providing insight with 
his comments. When I say he has been in electronic journalism for only 
a short while, | must add that he covered the Washington beat for over 
20 years for the New York Times. He was one of the first staffers to be 
hired by Hagerty. An excellent choice. 

Another sore point with NBC and CBSis their LOUSY color. NBC 
videotapes their news once for showing onthe eastern and central time 
zones, is micro-relayed to Los Angeles where it is taped, and then 
run here on the west coast. | understand ‘hat something like 20 per cent 
of the quality of the picture is lost in all this hazel-hatchery, CBS color 
is invariably washed out and faded and I practically have to burn out 
my set to get any color at all.

It is one of the trayedies of the 
world literary community that all 
too often both its reviewers and 
its patrons fail to recognize that 
the much-maligned genre ol 
science-fiction can, whe nartfully 
handled, be an excellent vehicle 
for the proposition of serious 
ideas, Admittedly, 90 percent of 
it is crude (90 percent of what 
isn’t’), but every now and then 
we run across a novel anyone 
would have been proud te author. 

Such a novel is Frank Her 
bert’s epical ‘Dune’, published 
in mid-1966 and winner of two 
science-fiction’s most pres- 
tegious literary prizes: the World 
Seience-Fiction Sovciety’s Hugo 
Award and the Nebula Award of 
the Science-Fiction Writers of 
America, Bothare inthe category 
of best novel! for 1966, 

The prizes are well deserved, 
Author Herbert has woven an in- 
credible, absorbing, and utterly 
believable story of the distant 
future, when two noble houses art 
warring for power in a ruthless 
galaxy-wide feudalism centered 
around control of melange, an 
LSD-like spice-drug on which the 
economir ystem ef the whole 
universe is based, In spinning his 
complex yarn, he has attained 
something very few writers do 
well: creation of a whole world, 
right down tothe smallest details, 
and then permitted the reader to 
enter it for the duration of the 
story, By Herbert’s own account 
when this reviewer met him in 
San Francisco, the basic re- 
search alone took him nearly 
four years, 

Herbert denied that allegory 
was his main purpose in writing 
the book, but it seems tu this 
reviewer that “‘Dune’’ contains 
some nonetheless, ‘Dune’? is 
Frank Herbert’s manifesto on 
his opinion of the basic nature 
and state of Man — one of con- 
stant, vicious battle, both 
against his environment and 
against his fellows, Herbert's 
protagonists are just as ruth- 
less as his villans, even if they 
are somewhat more likeable. 

“Dune” is an exceptionally 
long novel — 543 pages, counting 
the glossary, map, geanologies, 
and other appendices tacked on 
at the end — and the plot be- 
comes so involved and fascin- 
ating that it unfortunately gets 
in the way of the allegory, But 
“Dune” is a very subtle book, 
and it may well have been Her- 
bert’s intent to make the reader 
cover it carefully; as one of the 
characters observes, the iirst 
training is to learn how to learn, 
Then too, the plot by its very 
nature may BE the allegory. This
